poultry, ateat, tobacco, spirituous liquors or puddings, 
as the case may be. . 

It ia by no means an infrequent occurrence for a 
Christmas “clubman” or “clubwoman” to develop 
an intense thirst a week or so before the festive 
season arrives, but, beg he or she never so humbly, 
the odds aro forlorn indeed against their obtaining 
even a “tanner” from the keeper of the “club.” If the 
shopkeeper understands his business, only in cases of 
genuine distress will he “pay out” before Christmas 


or otherwise than in kind. 

The. number of shopkeepers who run clubs, “in 
order to insure their Christmas trade, is every year 
on the increase. The object for which members will 
sometimes save their money may seem extraordinary 
to the uninitiated.
